SWANS ATTRLUTuD TO LEAD 

POISONING 

Aflock of great Trumpeter Swans 
wintering on a swampy pond near 
Nanaimo. B.C., has been wiped out 
by lead poisoning. This disease occ¬ 
urs in water fowl which have eaten 
lead shot. Ducks, geese and swans 
occassionally feed in ponds where 
hunters have scattered quanities of 
lead shot. The pellets eaten by mis¬ 
take or in the place of grit. 

The trouble was first noticed by 
Provincial (lame Warden Greenfield 
At that time only nine of the swans 
had died. An investigation was made 
immediately tyy J.A. Munroe, Chief 
Federal Migratory llird Officer, Dr. 
I.M. Cowan of the University of B.C. 
and Dr. Clifford Carl of the provinc¬ 
ial museum. An uttempt was made 
to remove the lead pellets from those 
birds which had not died, but with 
out success. The poison had ulready 
taken effect. 

The Trumpeter Swan, largest and 
rarest of North American waterfowl, 
is fully protected in Canada and the 
United States. Efforts are being 
made to restore its numbers beyond 
the danger of extinction. 

The dead birds will be studied 
and mounted by the Univerity of B. 
and the Provincial Museum.

At present two hundred thousand books 
come into the Centre each week, ahd the objective is to have two million 
books available for distribution at the end of this year. In addition, the 
problem of providing school equipment and scientific apparatus has been 
studied, as well as plans for the international excharifce of teachers and 
students.

Of The Aga Khan 

The Aga Khan is a prince above 
princes. His biography in the Bri¬ 
tish Who’s Who lists his honorary 
degree from Cambridge, his British 
honors and decorations, his chair¬ 
manship of the Indian Round Table 
Delegation of 1930 and 1931, his 
presidency of the League of Nations 
Assembly in 1937, his victories in the 
Derby, his eleven-gun salute and, al¬ 
most incidentally, his religious role. 
He is, in fact, a descendant of Fati¬ 
ma. the daughter cf Mohammed, and 
as such is believed by his followers 
to have divine attributes.

During the war organization of manpower 
was made possible through co-operation of 
employers and workers. 

This co-operation is no less necessary to 
assist in organizing the employment market 
during the present critical period. 

Some man power controls still remain. 
These are still law. They are aimed at assisting 
in organizing the employment market. 

Remaining controls are designed to help 
employers and workers—and actually require 
only minor assistance from the public. 

YOU ARE URGED TO COMPLY WITH 
THE FOUR CONTROLS WHICH REMAIN: 

i 

1— Employers MUST notify the National Employ¬ 
ment Office of any need for workers, as soon 
as that need is known. 

2 — Where employers engage workers outside the 
National Employment Service they MUST 
notify the nearest NES Office within three 
days, that an employee has been engaged. 
(Form NSS 312 is provided for this purpose.) 

3 — Unemployed workers seeking employment 
MUST register with the National Employment 
Office if unemployed for seven consecutive 
days; 

4 — Generally speaking, any employer or em¬ 
ployee MUST give seven days' notice to the 
other party of any intention to terminate 
employment. (Form NSS 120 is still required.) 
Exceptions may be learned from the nearest 
NES Officej

Farm Service Objectives 

Line' Elevators Farm Service 
began its active work in 1940. It 
was organized for one purpose 
only. That is, to plan and carry 
out a programme of work which 
would benefit the prairie farmer. 

Six years is a very brief period 
in the life of an agricultural organ¬ 
ization. Yet, during this time, 
Line Elevators Farm Service has 
become a firmly established agri¬ 
cultural institution. It is a credit 
to its sponsors, and to its first 
Director, Dr. K. W. Neatby. 

Under its new Director, thi.-; 
department will continue to have 
three main functions. Very briefly 
these are: (1) to serve as an 
information bureau, on practical 
and technical problems, for farmers, 
grain buyers and others; (2) to 
provide specific services such as 
germination and disease tests of 
l a ruiers’ seed-grain samples, the 
identification of weeds, etc.; and 
Id) to assist and encourage agri- 
•ultural organizations such as junior 
farm clubs, and to help newly- 
established war veterans. In addi¬ 
tion, further effort will be directed 
towards the problems of weed 
control, soil conservation, and 
disease and insect control. 

At this time, Line Elevators Farm 
Service dedicates itself anew to the 
task of giving .service to prairie 
farmers, and to this end offers its 
services to other agricultural organ¬ 
izations. 

In taking “Seedtime and Harvest” 
over from Dr. K. W. Neatby, I can 
assure its readers that the present 
policy of presenting general articles 
of current interest will be continued.

LONDON. — Lt.-Gen. Sir Richard 
(Dick) McCreory, comma nder-in- 
chief of British occupation forces in 
Austria and a noted tank officer dur¬ 
ing the Second Groat War. was 
named to succeed Field Marshal Vis¬ 
count Montgomery as commander-ln- 
chief of the British army of the 
Rhine.

OTTAWA.— Trade Minister Mac¬

“While the accounting and audit¬ 
ing on these payments are well ad¬ 
vanced. it is not possible at this date , 
to announce the amount of each pay- j 
ment to be made. That announce¬ 
ment will be made just as soon as 
possible.” 

Mr. MacKinnon said lie was fully 
aware of the anxiety, particularly 
in western Canada, for the earliest 
possible payment of the participa¬ 
tion certificates. 

The government had been asked if 
it could make payments in some 
areas in advance of others. The 
wheat board said this was not pos¬ 
sible but when general payment was 
made it might be possible to make 
payments to certain areas first. 

Mr. MacKinncn said discussions are 
continuing with regard to other lines 
in the 1946-47 grain program and 
further announcements will be made 
as decisions are reached. 

These announcements will include 
the prices to be paid for oats, barley, 
flaxseed, rapesced and sunflower seed 
in the western provinces and for 
winter wheat grown in Ontario and 
marketed in 1946-47.

ATLANTIC CITY. N.J.—The United 
States government has warned the 
world that it would have to feed 
itself after Jan. 1 when it definitely 
will cease all participation in organ¬ 
ized relief. 

Assistant Secretary of State Wil¬ 
liam Clayton told the 47-nation coun¬ 
cil of the United Nations Relief and 
Rehabilitation that the U.S. will 
withdraw from UNRRA on that date. 

The U.S., Clayton said, already has 
paid or earmarked $2,700,000,000 for 
relief of invaded countries and will 
not finunce further relief after Jan. 
1. This government will not support 
any extension of UNRRA beyond the 
dates already set for its expiration, 
he added Dates for UNRRA expir¬ 
ation .are Dec. 31 in Europe and 
March 31 in the Far East. 

Three-fourths of all money con¬ 
tributed or pledged to UNRRA have 
been paid by the United States, Clay¬ 
ton said. This has amounted to $2.- 
607,000,000. 

Although the U.S. will withdraw 
from UNRRA, Clayton indicated that 
it was willing to contribute towards 
further relief through combined food 
boards and would allocate a fair 
share of grain, fats and other food¬ 
stuffs provided they were bought in 
an open market with funds each 
needy nation can borrow from the 
new international bank. 


Pilotless Drone Planes To Be Used In 
Bomb Tests 

NORFOLK, Va.—The aircraft car¬ 
rier Shangri-la is steaming toward 
the Pacific with a cargo of expend¬ 
ables destined to keep a rendezvous 
with the atcmic bomb. 

The expendables are pilotless drone 
planes of the Shangri-la’s “Ghost 
Hellcat” squadron of radio-controlled 
aircraft. They will brave the fury 
of the atomic cloud over Bikini atoll 
on May 15 to gather, with automatic 
recordings and sampling devices, data 
which science hopes will fill gaps in 
its knowledge of what happens when 
an atomic bomb goes off. 

The drones will fly directly into 
the radioactive pillar of furious 
turbulence and intense heat which 
will rise from the burst into the 
stratosphere. Some, possibly all, of 
the drones will be lost. But the 
scientific devices they carry will float, 
and can be picked up after the test.

Showy Flowers 

An amazing showing can be made 
I with a few annual flowers. Cosmos, 
l giant marigolds, zinnias, petunias, 
portulaca, nicotine, calendula,, alys- 
aum, nasturtiums, etc., are easily 
\ crown almost anywhere In Ctnadu. 
Some of the larger flowers can actu- 
| ally be used in place of shrubs. Seeds 
should bo started early and in finely 
i prepared soil. Plants are trans- 
j planted to permanent quarters when 
they are well established with several 
sets of leaves. Ready started bed¬ 
ding plants can be bought. For husky 
i growth, cosmos, gladiolus, dahlias, 
giant marigolds and zinnias should 
have about two feet each way 
petunias need about a foot apart.

garden 
This is 

the small plot of ground, perhaps only 
20 feet square, right at the door. In 
this position it is handy, especially 
when onq wants to get a few onions 
or lettuce in a hurry, and it is an 
amazing thing how much produce one 
can grow in such a space. 

As a matter of fact, for the aver¬ 
age smaller gardener it is best to 
grow beets, beans, lettuce, radish, car¬ 
rots, etc., in rows close together in 
a kitchen garden of this kind rather 
than in longer rows out in the main 
garden. The latter, of course, is used 
for big, bulky crops like coin, pota¬ 
toes ami peas and possibly the main 
crops of beans, but the heavily 
planted, often cultivated kitchen plot 
near the house is an ideal location j 
for the other stuff. Located close to 
the house one can often spend odd 
minutes in cultivating and weeding 
when it would not lx* practical to 
make a trip cut into the big garden. 
Whenever possible this kitchen 
garden should be located where it 
can lx* watered in very dry weather. 

Not Too Soon 

There is always one spot in the 
I garden which dries up first in the 
{spring and here, if one wants to 
make the earliest start possible, is 
where first vegetables or flowers 
should lx* planted. But it is most im- 
1 portant, the experts warn, that the 
soil be really fit to work. If it is 
muddy then it isn’t ready and there 
is nothing to be gained if digging or 
plowing is done too soon. Heavy 
soils especially if cultivated while 
still wet will bake into hard lumps 
and it may take weeks or even 
months of hard, back-breaking dig¬ 
ging to break them up line again. 

A good test to make sure that the 
soil is ready is simply to walk over 
the ground where one- plans to plant. 
If the soil muddies tin* boots then 
it is too wet, if it shakes off readily 
or if it crumbles when squeezed in 
the hands and does not compact into 
a ball, then it is lit to work. 

Experienced gardeners advise cul¬ 
tivating as thoroughly us possible 
I before planting. The reason they em¬ 
phasize this early digging, especially 
in ground that has not been culti- 
, vated every year for se ine time, is 
to get rid of twitch grass and other 
weeds. It is much easier to cleun 
these pests out by the roots before 
planted and there is

Road contracts for main highways 
construction Involving an outlay of 
more than $704),(MM) were awarded 
last week by the public works de¬ 
partment of Alberta.

Both projects are to he completed 
by July 1st well before the holiday 
motor tourist season reaches its 
peak.
